WASHINGTON, June 25 (UP)— 
Secretary of State George C. Mar- 
shall said today the United States 
is still opposed to creation of a 
special international authority 
over Germany's industrial Ruhr to 
revive coal production, 

Marshall told a news confer- 
ence that hig economie under 
secretary, William L, Clayton, had 
been disqussing various aspects 
of rehabilitation of the Ruhr with 
John J, McCloy, president of the 
World Bank. But Marshall said 
emphatically that the most im- 
portant things needed to revive 
Ruhr coal production and indus- 
try were not dollars—the com- 
modity in which the World Bank 
deals ... but administration and 
organization. 

McCloy has previously praposed 
an international authority for the 
Ruhr, a suggestion which was re- 
peated yesterday by Robert L. 
Garner, vice president of the 
World Bank, who said the bank 
would be willing to finance such 
a Ruhr authority. 

American .experts say that what 
is needed to increase Ruhr coal 
production is equipment, and that 
this can be produced in Germany.

LIVING COST DROPS 
3 OF 1 PCT., FIRST 
DECLINE SINCE 1942 


WASHINGTON, June 25 (AP)— 
Prices of all living essentials 
except rent declined .3 of one per 
cent between mid-April and mid- 
May for the first drop since June 
1942, the Bureau of Labor Statis- 
tics said today, 

Food prices were off 2 of one 
per cent and rents rose the same 
figure. 

The bureau fixed the consumer's 
price index at 155.8 on May 15, 
compared with a peak of 156.3 in 
mid-March. The BLS considers 
the period from 1935 to 1939 as 
normal, or 100. 

The bureau said that on May 15 
workers’ families in large cities 
were paying over 100 per cent 
more for food than in August 1939, 
84 per cent more for clothing and 
81 per cent more for house fur- 
nishings. Residential rents were

WASHINGTON, June 25 (AP) 
Austria formally agreed today 
that under pain of losing all help 
no American relief supplies will 
be diverted to Rugsian or any 
other occupation troops.

first of a series of agreements 
under which the United States 
will spend $350,000,000 to furnish 
food and other relief supplies to 
China and a half dozen European 
countries. 

The agreement, signed today in 
Vienna and made public here and 
in the Austrian capital, also con- 
tains a pledge that.full publicity 
will be permitted on the ute of 
supplies. 

State Department officials said 
two or three ships loaded with 
food, clothing, medical supplies 
and other “basic essentials of 
life,” will sail from American 
ports before the end of June. 
One already is being loaded, 


Bold Labeling. 

The supplies it does receive are 
to be “marked, stamped, branded, 
or labeled in a conspicuous place 
in such a manner as to indicate 
to the ultimate consumer that 
such supplies or articles have 
been furnished by the United 
States for relief assistance.” 

When proper labeling is not pos- 
sible, the Austrian Government 
will take “all practicable steps” 
to inform the people that the as- 
sistance they receive is coming 
from the United States. 

The publicity provision is simi- 
lar to that in the recently an- 
nounced American agreement for 
aid to Greece under the $400,000,- 
000 Greek-Turkish program, 

It provides that American re 
porters shall be permitted to “ob- 
serve freely and report fully and 
without censorship” regarding dis- 
tribution and use of American 
supplies in Austria and of the 
funds which are received from the 
gale of those supplies. 

It also provides for full publicity 
inside Austria and for publication 
in that country of the text of the 
relief agreement. This evidently 
is aimed at making the facts of 
the agreement completely known 
to the Austrian people as a pro- 
tective measure against possible 
Communist propaganda. 

The supplies will reach ultimate 
consumers in Austria in two ways. 
Persons without funds will receive 
them as outright grants. Those 
who have money, which is a 
majority of the Austrian people, 
will pay for the food, clothing, and 
other supplies at ‘prices to be 
fixed jointly by Austria and the 
United States. 


Distribution is to “ governed | 


by a ration system as well as by 
price contro] and must be made 
equitably among “all classes of 
the people” and “without dis- 
crimination as to race, creed or 
political party or belief.” 

Other countries eligible for re- 
lief under the $350,000,000 pro 
gram -enacted by Congress last 
month are Poland, Italy, Greece, 
Hungary, China and the free city 
of Trieste. 

So far, State Department offi- 
cialis said, there have been no dis- 
cussions with Hungary, but, that 
nation is not barred by any policy 
decision of the American Gov- 
ernment from receiving assistance. 
At least preliminary discussion on 
agreements like that with Austria 
have already been held with the

NEW WAR WOULD HIT LAKES 
AREA FIRST--EISENHOWER 


Testifies It Is Vital That U.S., Canada Forces 
Be Ready to Co-operate With 
Standardized Arms. 


WASHINGTON, June 25 (AP)— 
Gen. Dwight D. Eisenhower fold 
a congressional committee today 
that, if the United States has an- 
other war, one of the first things 
the enemy will do is strike 
through the air at the industrial 
centers near the Great Lakes. 
For that reason, the Army Chief /|c 
of Staff said, it is. vital to the 
security of this country that 
United States and Canadian 
armed forces be prepared to co- 
operate completely. He declared, 
too, that the Western Hemisphere 
should organize now for defense. 
Eisenhower testifie® before the 
House Foreign Affairs Committee 
in support of legislation authoriz- 
ing United States aid to standard- 
ize the arms of all oe na- 
tions, 

Last week, Secretary of State 
George C. Marshall, former Army 
Chief of Staff, told the House 
group he thought the proposed 
program could be carried out for 
$10,000,000 a year. 

Eisenhower mentioned no spe- 
cific cities, but in the Great Lakes 
region are Chicago, Detroit, Cleve- 
land and other centers which were 
big producers of the weapons used 
in defeating Nazi Germany. 
Appearing with Eisenhower in 


jsupport of the legislation were 


Secretary of the Navy James H. 
Forrestal and Fleet Adm. Ches- 
ter W. Nimitz, chief of naval op- 
erations. They confirmed that, if 
the legislation is enacted, the 
Navy proposes to trade new war- 
ships to Latin-American nations 
in exchange for obsolete ones. 


Strategy of Today. 


Eisenhower, in obvious refer- 
ence to Navy control of the seas 
and geographical factors, said 
military strategy of today does 
not foresee South America as an 
“active battleground” in event 
of war between the United States 
and some other great power: 

In reply to a question from 
Representative Jonkman (Rep.), 
Michigan, he said “nobody in the 
world could land any measurable 
force anywhere in South Amer- 
ica with our active opposition.” 

Eisenhower did not elaborate 
to any extent on his reference to 
an attack on the Great Lakes 
area, but said: 

“The average American surely 
realizes that, in event of a con- 
flagration, the initial step would 
include an effort against the in- 
dustrial areas of North America 
in the vicinity of the Great Lakes 
and the St. Lawrence river valley. 
“Likewise, the average citizen 
appreciates that these movements 
may be made through the air. In 
order to dnsure security for the 
United States, the*joint standard- 
ization of equipment, training and. 
doctrine to the greatest degree 
practicable between the armed 
forces of Canada and the Unit- 
ed States would be a most mate- 
rial contribution. This standard- 
ization is vital to the security of 
the North American continent.” 

Eisenhower said that, unless the 
United States helps other Ameri- 
can countries to develop their 
military establishments, they will 
turn to foreign sources. He em- 
phasized that the War Depart- 
ment has no intention of “initiat- 
ing or encouraging an armament 
race” among this country’s neigh- 


bors. 

Explains Objective. 
“With each of the countries 
which elects to participate,” Eisen- 
hower said, “there will be con- 
cluded a definite agreement ag to 
the size of the armed forces for

Protests to Bucharest 
Against ‘Arbitrary’ 
Seizure of Persons Op-

WASHINGTON,: June 25 (AP)— 
The United States protested sharp- 
ly to the Romanian Government 
today against the “arbitrary ar- 
rest withowt warrant or charge of 
hundreds" of opposition party 
members and others. 

A note said that the arrests ap- 
peared to represent “a deliberate 
effort at the suppression or terror- 
istic intimidation of democratic 
elements” opposing the Commu- 
nist-dominated government. 

The State Department. made 
public the note which Roy M. Mel- 
bourne, acting United States repre- 
sentative at Bucharest, has been 
instructed to deliver to the Ro- 
manian Foreign Minister. 

The note said that the arrests 
appeared to violate formal assur- 
ances given by Romanian officials 
that public liberties would be safe- 
guarded, It said further that “such 
evident deprivation of the most 
elemental human rights and fun- 
damental freedoms” conflicted 
with terms of the Romanian peace 
treaty. 

This treaty has been signed by 
the Romanian Government and 
ratified by the United States. 

Those arrested, the note said, 
are being held “in prisons and 
concentration. camps under re- 
portedly deplorable conditions. 

The Romanian Minister of Inte- 
rior said May 6 that the arrests 
were neceSsary to preserve in- 
ternal order.

minimum wage increase. ' 

Hearings on bills to raise the 


current pay floor from 40 cents an 
hour will be started Friday by a 
House Labor subcommittee, with 
indications that a 60-cent mini- 
mum will be recommended, 


That such a bill would be put on 
the “must” list fer this session 
was indicated by House Republi- 
can Leader Halleck of Indiana at 
a G. O. P. rally in Wisconsin last 
week when he said: “We are turn- 
ing our attention to legislation 
dealing with protection of our 
workers in the minimum wage 
brackets.” 

“IT understand the leadership 
will accept 60 cents,” Representa- 
tive Landis (Rep.), Indiana, told 
reporters today as the Labor com- 
mittee announced its hearings. “We 
are going to pass a bill this year.’ 

Landis, author of one of many 
pending bills dealing with mini- 
mum wages, is second man on the 
Labor Committee. 

“We will put this thing through 
within the next few weeks,” one 
of Halleck’s aids said. 

Although few, if@any, union 
members would benefit directly 
from a minimum wage increase, 
organized labor has plumped for 
it and President Truman has ad- 
vocated an increase to as much as 
75 cents an hour. 

The Landis bill provides for a 
flat 20-cent increase, or 50 per cent 
above the present floor. Landis 
said it would affect primarily 
1,500,000 low-paid workers who are 
not organized. 

“The organized workers already 
have been taken care of through 
the unions,” he said. 

The proposed new wage floor 
would apply only to workers in 
interstate commerce and to those 
whose .labor is transformed into 
products entering commerce, It 
would not apply te most farm 
workers and may be changed to 
exclude employes of small news- 
papers and small telephone ex- 
changes.

day to prolong the life of the Re- 
construction Finance Corporation 
for two years—but with restric 
tions. 

The legislation would sharply 
curtail the operations of the Gov- 
ernment lending agency in order 
to prevent competition with pri- 
vate concerns. 

It also would limit the RFC to 
two billion dollars in new 

ness. 

The Senate passed a bill Mon- 
day continuing RFC and its pres- 
ent powers for one year beyond 
June 30. A House and Senate 
conference committee will adjust 
the differences between the two 
bills, 

House passage came after the 
chamber, by a roll call vote of 
192 to 154, defeated. a mow by 
Representative Marcantonio 
(ALP), New York, to send the 
measure back to the Banking 
Committee with instructions to re- 
store a provision for the RFC to 
buy G.I. loans made by banks 
and now guaranteed up to 50 per 
cent by the Veterans’ Administra- 
tion. Advocates asserted the pro- 
vision was needed because small 
banks have become “loaded up” 
with the G.I. loans. 

There was little opposition to 
extension of RFC. 

Representative Monroney 
(Dem.), Oklahoma, said “rumors 
are going across the country that 
a recession is apt to set in,” and 
declared that Congress would be 
“careless” if it failed to keep the 
agency as a “lifeboat” for the 
preservation of free enterprise. 
The agency originally was set up 
by President Hoover to aid the 
nation’s depression-hit economy.

A Greek representative appear- 
ing before the commission during 
the on-the-spot inquiry charged 
that Bulgarian and Yugoslav in- 
terference in Greek internal af- 
fairs was aimed at incorporating 
Greek Macedonia. into the federal 
Yugoslav state of Macedonia. Both 
Yugoslav and Bulgaria denied this 
charge. 

France, which abstained from 
fixing the blame for Greek guer- 
rilla warfare, said in a statement 
contained in the report that “it is 
to be feared that in reaching con- 
clusions with insufficient legal 
foundation we might only aggra- 
vate an already critical situation 
and do unnecessary harm to per- 
fectly natural sensitivities.” 

“Moreover,” the French state- 
ment added, “the United Nations 
are faced not only with a critical 
but with a chronic situation; not 
with flagrant aggression which 
requires sanctions and immediate 
intervention, but with a tension 
which, owing to a multiplicity of 
causes, has given rise to a series 
of incidents, complaints and coun- 
ter-complaints, Stability can only 
be re-established in this part of 
Europe by hard work and much 
patience.” 

The commission proposed that 
the Security Council recommend 


50 to the Governments of Greece, 


Yugoslavia, Bulgaria and Albania 
that they try their utmost to es- 


tablish normal good neighborly 
relations, abstain from all action 
direct or indirect which is likely 
to increase or maintain the ten- 
sion and unrest in the border areas, 
and “rigorously refrain” from any 
support, overt or covert, of ele- 
ments in neighboring countries 
aiming at the overthrow of the

The commission also proposed 
that the Security Council recom- 
mend to the governments con- 
cerned that they study the practi- 
cability of concluding agreements 
for the voluntary transfer of mi- 
norities. 

In opposing the proposals, the 
Russian delegation said they were

FVIDENCE FOUND 
BY FBIIN INQUIRY 


AT KANSAS CITY 


May Be Basis for Federal 
Indictments When 
‘Blue Ribbon’ Grand 


Jury Is Impaneled Next 
Month.

KANSAS CITY, June 25—New 
evidence of 1946 primary vote 
frauds here, outside of the area 
covered by the state inquiry, has 
been discovered by the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation in its 
continuing investigation, and may 
be a basis for federal indictments, 
the Post-Dispatch learned today. 

This evidence will be presented 
to the special “blue ribbon” grand 
jury shortly after it is impaneled 
July & It is of such a positive 
nature, it was learned, that in- 
dictments may result in short 
order. 

In addition, the jury will have 
at its disposal the mute testimony 
of a great number of ballots not 
stolen in the looting of the court- 
house. vault, should it desire to 
subpena them. Primary ballots 
throughout this city and rural 
areas of Jackson county embrac- 
ing ‘both the Fourth and Fifth 
Congressional Districts have been 
impounded and are in the custody 
of the clerk of the United States 
District Court. 

Mail Fraud May Be Involved. 

Federal prosecution of persons 
involved in the election fraud may 
be based not only on the statute 
which makes it a crime to de- 
prive a citizen of his civil rights 
but also upon the law pertaining 
to mail fraud, it was learned. 

Richard K. Phelps, special pros- 
ecutor recently appointed by At- 
torney General Tom C. Clark to 
handle the fraud cases and any 
prosecution growing out of the 
ballot theft, said today that the 
fact that certified election returns 
were sent by mail by the Board 
of Election Commissioners to the 
Secretary of State at Jefferson 
City might enable the Government 
to invoke the mail fraud statute. 

Precinct election officials, 
Phelps pointed out, who deliber- 
ately reported false returns to the 
Board of Election Commissioners, 
causing its return to be erroneous, 
might by guilty of causing fraud- 
ulent statements to be sent 
through the mails. No guilt could 
be ascribed to the Board of Elec- 
tion Commissioners unless it was 
shown the commissioners knew 
the returns were false when they 
certified them and sent them to 
Jefferson City. 

Pheips, who was an assistant 
to Maurice M. Milligan, former 
United States Attorney and who 
later served as acting United 
States Attorney, specialized in 
mail fraud cases in his tenure. 
He also participated from the 
outset in submitting evidence be- 
fore grand juries of gross fraud 
in the 1936 general election. The 
resultant trials, some of them 
conducted by Phelps, resulted in 
the punishment of 259 defendants 
and led to the downfall of the 
political dynasty headed by the 
late Thomas J. Pendergast. 

Frauds in 19 Precincts. 

There was enough’ machine 
strength left in the primary last 
August, however, so that the state 
grand jury found that three can- 
didates were counted out, includ- 
ing Roger C. Slaughter, candidate 
for the Democratic nomination for 
Congressman, whose defeat had 
been ordered by President Tru- 
man. The state’s cases were based 
on frauds in 19 precincts. A total 
of 71 election officials and poli- 
ticlans were indicted by the state 
grand jury and subsequently, on 
the night of May 27-28, some of 
the grand jury evidence, including 
impounded ballots, was stolen 
from the offices of the Board of 
| Election Commissioners. 

Motions to quash indictments 
against 22 of the state defendants 
have been taken under advise- 
ment. James G. Kimbrell, Jack- 
son county prosecuting attorney, 
has said he will be forced to dis- 
miss 67 of the indictments unless 
the Missouri Legislature enacts a 
measure enabling him to intro- 
duce testimony of grand jurors at 
the trials of persons indicted for 
vote frauds. It appears unlikely 
that the Legislature will accede 
to his request.

Fitzgerald was reached by the 
Post-Dispatch by telephone this 
morning at his home at Highland 
Park, Ill; a icago suburb.

Mayor's meeting had been sent to 
the directors’ offices and Fitzger- 
ald had not received his, although 
he was aware it had been sent, 
Fitzgerald said he had no sug- 
gestion for ending the strike.

Text of Mayor’s Statement. 
The Mayor's statement was as 
follows: , 
am summoning the members 
of the executive board of the un- 
ion and the members of the board 
of directors of the St. Louis Pub- 
lic Service Co. to my office at 2 
p.m. tomorrow (June 25) to de- 
mand of them that they agree to 
some method of arbitration in the 
current strike and that service be 
restored to the people of St. Louis 
at once, 

“T have devoted myself during 
this strike to one single effort: 
The restoration of public trans- 
portation service. The convenience 
and welfare of the people is and 
will be my only consideration. Ten 
different proposals have been sub- 
mitted by the contending parties 
and the city and United Stetes 
Conciliation Service. Certainly one 
could have been accepted had 
either side placed the public good 
against their personal interests. 
“T cannot and 1 will not be par- 
tial, There are rights to be con- 
sidered on both sides, but cach 
side has given abundant evidence 
that its unwillingness to compro- 
mise transcends any consideration 
or sense of obligation to the peo- 
ple. 

“It is so obvious that I hesitate 
to restate the fact that under the 
law I have no power to compel 
these two groups to go back to 


work and then settle -their con- 
troversy in any forum of their 
choice. The inconvenience and the 
suffering of the public is appar- 
ently a mattér of little moment 
with them, 

“Tomorrow I shall put it coldly 
to the board of directors of the 
company and the executive board 
of the union. I want them®to face 
the people of St. Louis. I want 
them to share the sense of frustra- 
tion that their Mayor feels. And 
I want them to know that if 
they—over the heads of these 
representatives who have sat 
across the table for nearly two 
weeks in disregard of public 
rights—succeed in finding a so- 
lution to this disregard of the 
public welfare, that they will have 
redeemed, in part at least, some 
confidence that there still exists 
some sense of community respon- 
sibility. 

“Had I the legal power, street- 
cars and buses would run tonight. 
I have only the power of public 
opinion. I shall use it to its ut- 
most at tomorrow’s conference.” 

It took three minutes for Mayor 
Kaufmann to read this statement 
over the radio. His voice was 
tense and forceful. 

Union Upholds Leaders. 

Yesterday's City Hall confer- 
ences had been deferred until 7 
o'clock in the evening in order 
to permit the union officers to 
go to regular semi-monthly mem- 
bership meetings. These two 
union sessions, attended by an 
aggregate of about 2400 of the 
3500 car and bus operators and 
maintenance workers, gave force- 
ful but informal approval to the 
handling of the City Hall nego- 
tiations by the men’s representa- 
tives. 

They emphasized the intention 
of the strikers to stick to their 
demands, including a new arbitra- 
tion. This adamant attitude 
paralleled that of the company in 
insisting that the first step be de- 
termination of the validity of the 
attempted arbitration award of 
June 10. 

At last night’s City Hall meet- 
ing those present besides the 
Mayor were Wilson, Baine, op- 
East and Bernard Cushman of 
Washington, D. C., the union’s at- 
torney; the three federal con- 
ciliators, President Kinsey of the 
Board of Public Service, the 
Mayor’s secretary, Fred Hume Jr., 
and two public representatives 
whom the Mayor had called in the 
day before. The latter were Rol- 
lings and Mayfield, 

They split into three groups, 
sitting in three different rooms of 
the suite—the city officials and 
the conciliators in one, the union 
representatives and Rollings in 
another, and the company offi- 
cers and Mayfield in a _ third. 
After an hour and a half Kinsey 
told reporters that nothing had 
been under discussion. 

An hour after that Hume dis- 
tributed copies of the Mayor’s 
statement to the reporters. He 
said Mayor Kaufmann hac not 
discussed it with the negotiators. 
As they saw the statement, Wil- 
son and Cushman showed sirns of 


faces. They and East refused to 
comment on it and left the build- 
ing. 

By this time all the participants 
were showing signs of increasing 
tenseness and irascibility. The 
Mayor told reporters he and the 


conciliators had been thinking 


about the idea of an appeal to 
the company and union boards for 
a day or two, but the decision to 


carry this oft was a “surprise 
development,” decided on as last 
night's session turned into an- 
other stalemate. 

On the St. Louis Stock Ex- 
change today 100 shares of Pub- 
lic Service Co, stock were sold at 
$7.75 a share, a decline of 25 cents 
from the last previous sale. Par 
value of the stock is 50 cents a 
share. 


Transit Strike at Oakland, Cailit., 
in Third Week. 

OAKLAND, Calif., June 25 (AP) 
—The Key System transportation 
strike, paralyzing bus and street 
raliway service in the East Bay 
and commuter’ service across the 
Bay Bridge for 500,000 daily riders, 
entered its third week today. 
(The Key System is controlled by 
National City Lines, which also 
controls the St. Louis Public Serv- 
ice Co.) 

The AFL unions, representing 
3000 drivers and maintenance men 
who seek a wage boost, called a 
meeting Friday. There were in- 
dications the management’s latest 
offer of a 10-cents-an-hour in- 
crease would be considered. 

T. J. Manning, president and 
general manager of the Key Sys- 
tem, said in a statement that this 
offer of $1.30 an hour could only 
be made possible by an increase 
in fares. The statement noted 
that the union had refused to rec- 
ommend the offer to its member- 
ship. 

The offer is within 2 cents of 
the union’s lowést demand, United 
States Conciliator William J. Cur- 
tin said both sides had agreed to 
continue other phases of the old 
contract, 


FINANCIER’S WIDOW IS HELD, 
CHARGED WITH HIS MURDER 


GRAND JUNCTION, Colo., June 
25 (UP)—Mrs. Maizie Lightfoot 
McMullin, 54 years old, widow 
of Samuel G. McMullin, wealthy 
attorney and financier, was ar- 
rested today on a. first-degree 
murder charge in connection with 
her husband’s death, 

Already held ‘on ae similar 
charge in connection with Mc- 
Cullin’s alleged poison death was 
Roy L. Maxson, who was arrest- 
ed last May 16. 

Authorities refused to disclose 
what prompted the arrest of Mrs. 
McMullin, who had married the 
elderly attorney only five months 
before. his death, 

The 80-year-old McMullin died 
last Nov. 15. At the time his 
death was attributed to a heart 
attack. On Jan. 1, a son, Howard, 
and his wife, Emily, became sud- 
denly ill, It was found they had 
drunk poisoned whiskey. cMul- 
lin’s body was exhumed and was 
found to contain a lethal dose 
of poison, believed to be strych- 
nine.

She said she and her brother, 
Carl, 11, were sleeping in a room 
adjoining that of her mother in 
the Hutsel home at 7222 Devon- 
shire avenue, Shrewsbury, when 
she was awakened by someone 
entering the home.

POUNTY TAX RATE. 
SFT AT $1.02, AN 
G.CENT INCREASE 


Increment to Go Mainly 
to Road, Bridge Fund 
—Property Assessment 
Up $19,204,370. 


St. Louis county taxes for the 
current year on real and personal 
property were set at $1.02 on the 
$100 assessed valuation, an in- 
crease of eight cents over last 
year’s tax rate, by the St. Louis 
County Court today. 

Seven of each eight cents ob- 
tained through the increase will 
be attotted to the County Road 
and Bridge Fund, the court said, 
in compliance with a request by 
the late Roy Jablonsky, county 
highway engineer, who asked for 
additional funds to make neces- 
sary repairs on roads neglected 
in the war years. The road tax 
will be 32 cents on the $100 as 
compared with 25 cents in 1946. 

The additional one cent increase 
will be used to defray costs of 
floating a $225,000 bond issue ap- 
proved by the voters at an elec- 
tion last May 29. The bond issue 
funds will be used to purchase 
the St. Louis County Health De- 
partment Building, on the County 
Hospital grounds in Clayton, from 
the Federal government, 

Real and personal property in 
the county was assessed at $320,- 
478,570 this year, an increase of 
$19,204,370 over the 1946 assess- 
ment.

Hartley law. That will give him 
two months to squeeze the opera- 
tors by Work stoppage. 

The law authorizes the Presi- 
dent to appoint a board of inquiry 
to “study the issues.” Its report 
‘would be submitted to the Presi- 
dent and made public. The Presi- 
dent then could diréct the Attor- 
ney General to petition the courts 
to enjoin the strike. 


Long Stoppage Indicated. 


John Battle, executive secretary 
of the National Coal Association, 
called the strikes “a clear-cut 
violation” of the Taft-Hartley law. 

All signs point to the probabil- 
ity of a prolonged work stoppage 
after July 7. 

Coal operators from the North 
and West met today to discuss 
terms they might offer Lewis in 
an effort to avert an industry- 
wide mine strike. 

The contract negotiations broke 
down several weeks ago. There 
is no indication that the opera- 
tors have arranged further meet- 
ings witn Lewis. 

However, Secretary of Labor 
Schwellenbach or some other Gov- 
ernment official may seek to bring 
the two sides together quickly. 

Southern coal operators, who 
have insisted on separate negotia- 
tions, were standing by while the 
northern and western coal men 
planned their strategy. 

Meanwhile President Truman’s 
labor advisers struggled with the 
many problems connected with 
setting up the administration of 
the new labor management rela- 
tions law. 

Pledge by NLRB. 

The National Labor Relations 
Board pledged a “fair and effi- 
cient administration.” The board 
prepared an early ruling on the 
disposition of its backlog of 5500 
pending cases. 

Informed sources said the board 
would refuse to take ‘any more 
cases involving foremen, guards 
seeking representation by a rank 
and file union, employes of ftd- 
eral reserve banks, hospitals and 
charitable institutions. Bargain- 
ing rights are denied these work- 
ers under the Taft-Hartley law. 

Formulation of new NLRB rules 
must await Trumap appoint- 
ment of two more members to 
increase the board to five, and se- 
lection of a general counsel to 
replace the present board counsel 
who resigned. 

Selection of a director for the 
new federal mediation service 
likewise is holding up establish- 
ment of this service. 

Strike Notice Requirement, 

Labor unions contend this will 
act as a brake on collective bar- 
gaining negotiations in the next 
two months. The new law requires 
unions to give 60 days’ notice of 
termination of contract to em- 
ployers and of intention to strike. 
Copies must be filed with the 
conciliation service. Until this 
service is operating, unions Ccan- 
not give termination or strike no- 
tices on contracts expiring in the 
60-day period following Aug. 22 
when the filing provision becomes 
effective. 

This is one of the problems CIO 
lawyers will discuss when they 
assemble here tomorrow to ex- 
amine immediate questions raised 
by the new law. 

Steel Union Board Called. 

Philip Murray, president of the 
United- Steel Workers, has called 
the union’s executive board to an 
emergency meeting here next 
Wednesday, it was learned today. 

Murray, who is also head of the 
CIO, was reported to have warned 
district directors that no change 
in policy is to be made until after 
the meeting. 

The order did not mention spe- 
cific policies, but it was regarded 
as a bar against any protest 
strikes against the Taft-Hartley 
law. 

The executive board is expected 
to discuss effects of the new labor 
law on the union’s policies and 
existing labor agreement, 

It is thought the union will be 
forced to reopen many current 
two-year agreements with steel 
companies because they include 
provisions for mandatory check 
off of dues. The law now pro 
hibits employers from deducting 
uhion dues from pay checks un- 
less individual authorization is 
received in writing. 

After meeting with Truman yes- 
terday the National Labor Rela- 
tions Board issued the following 
statement: 

“Yesterday the Taft-Hartley bill 
was proposed legislation. Today 
it is the laWér-management rela- 
tions act, the law of the land. 
The people’s representatives hav- 
ing spoken, the debate is over so 
far as this board is concerned. 

“The Congress has not only 
decided the policy issues, but has 
entrusted the effectuation of much 
of the new policy to the National 
Labor Relations Board. All who 
accept that trust must do so with 
single-minded purpose to carry 
out the congressional intent. Ef- 
fective June 24, 1947, this board 
will prepare to give the new act

A four-inch rain in northeastern 
Nebraska brought a sharp rise in 
the Elkhorn river, a tributary of 
the Platte, which empties into the 
Missouri in Omaha. The Republi- 
can and Big Blue rivers, tribu- 
taries of the Kansas, which joins 
the Missouri at Kansas “City, also 
were out of their banks. 

Engineers were hopeful that 
crests of the Platte and Kansas 
rivers would not reach the Mis- 
souri until the highest water of 
that stream had passed their 
mouths. If that occurs, they 
pointed out, the level of the Mis- 
souri will not be _ substantially 
raised although the new flood 
crest will be lengthened and the 
flood prolonged.

expected at Kansas City tomorrow, 
but no damage was expected to 
the city’s industrial area in the 
north bottoms, which are protect- 
ed by a 32-foot flood wall. 

50 Missouri Roads Closed 

More than 50 main highways 
and secondary roads in north- 
west and north central Missouri 
have been closed by high waters 
of the river which has been out 
of its banks for the better part 
of two weeks. Approaches to all 
bridges between Kansas City and 
Jefferson City were inundated 
and ‘highway traffic halted, Down- 
stream from Kansas City broken 
levees were reported at Napoleon 
and Glasgow. 

The United States soil conserva- 
tion service estimated 71,154 acres 
in Howard, Boone, Cooper, Cal- 
laway, Moniteau, Cole and Osage 
counties are inundated. It set the 
flood damage in these areas alone 
at $5,500,000. 

The Buchanan County Court, re- 
ported today, after an inspection 
tour, that all of the 755 bridges in 
the county had either been washed 
ouf or damaged by the recurring 
floods. 

At St. Charles the river rose 
four-tenths of a foot today to the 
31.5 foot stage, six and one-half 
feet above flood stage, The Mis- 
souri is expected to reach the 34- 
foot mark at St. Charles by the 
end of the week. 

Crest of the second flood of the 
Mississippi river which set record 
high marks in the Louisiana (Mo.) 
area Sunday, was reported near- 
ing Grafton, about 20 miles up- 
stream from Alton. 

The river rose six-tenths of a 
foot to the 37.1-foot mark at the 
levee this afternoon and is ex- 
pected to crest ut more than 37.5 
feet tomorrow night or Friday. 
Red Cross officials said a num- 
ber of families who live near the 
riverfront in north and south BSt, 
Louis were moving out of their 
homes, but none so far had asked 
to be evacuated, 

St. Louis District Army, engi- 
neers reported the Pitman levee, 
which extends along the Illinois 
shore south of Cahokia to East 
Carondelet, broke last night, in- 
undating 700 acres of wheat and 
corn land. Three Negro families 
in the area refused to move out 
and are going ‘to and from their 
homes in boats, the engineers 
®| said. 

Other levees in the St. Louis 
district both above and below the 
city are holding, the engineers 
said, although the Coast Guard is 
evacuating families and livestock 
from Calhoun county, Ill., in the 
area below the southern tip of the 
Sny levee. 

One Coast Guard assault boat 
was dispatched to Des Moines, Ia., 
today as the Des Moines river, fed 
by downpours, started its third 
rise in that area,

Ruhr at the Moscow foreign min- 
isters’ meeting—in opposition to 
both the French and Russians— 
he said emphatically that there 
had been no change in American 
thinking on this matter. 


Beven served notice at’ Moscow 
that so long as the British oc- 
cupy the Ruhr, that mining and 
industrial area must be an in- 
tegral part of the British occupa- 
tion zone which has now been in- 
tegrated economically with the 
American zone. 


American experts acknowledge 
that any over-all plan for Europe 
will not get very far until the 
German economic ‘situation is 
clarified—and the Ruhr is the key 
to that situation. 


To date, Big Four efforts to 
solve the German problem have 
fhiled. The United States and 
Britain demand that economic 
unity of all Germany must have 
priority. The Russians and the 
French demand settlement of the 
reparations issue and Germany’s 
western frontiers before acqui- 
escing to economic unity. The 
Russians are demanding repara- 
tions immediately from current 
production of the Ruhr while the 
French seek separation of the 
Ruhr and establishment of a spe- 
cial authority to administer it as 
now being suggested by the World 
Bank. 

On Japanese Whaling. 

Regarding the Japanese whaling 
expedition, Marshall said objec- 
tions raised by Britain, Australia, 
New Zealand and Norway cited, 
among other things, pust Japanese 
disregard of international ‘regula- 
tions to prevent waste. He com- 
mented that in the 1947-48 expedi- 
tion care will be taken to see that 
all regulations are observed. 


Britain has objected also that 
the whaling expedition might be a 
step toward reviving Japan’s navy. 
Marshall noted that Japanese- 
manned ships have taken an ac- 
tive part in returning millions of 
Japanese soldiers from overseas 
points to their homeland, and have 
visited many Allied ports without 
incident. 


The expedition’s prospective 
catch, he said, will prevent a di- 
rect cost to the United States, in 
added occupation expenses of 
more than $10,000,000 and also loss 
of approximately $6,000,000 in for- 
eign exchange from the sale of 
whale oil. 

Ships for Italy. 

In a statement accompanying 
his remarks on turning over ships 
to Italy, Marshal] said this action 
“gives recognition to the substan- 
tial contributions made by the 
Italian merchant fleet to the Al- 
lied war effort since Sept. 3, 1943.” 

An Italian econdmic mission 
headed by lvan Lombardo cur- 
rently is negotiating with Ameri- 
can officials for release of an ad- 
ditional $45,000,000 in Italian as- 
sets frozen in the United States. 

Marshall said these discussions 
are progressing most satisfactorily 
and that an agreement has been 
reached in substance concerning 
release of the Italian property. 

Marshall said the State Depart- 
ment is giving daily study to the 
quéstion of granting aid to bol- 
ster China’s economy, but de- 
clined “to say now whether a 
decision has been reached.

Resolution Intended to As- 
sure Plan’s Validity. 


SPRINGFIELD, Ill. June 25 
(AP)—A legal defect today threat- 
ened validity of the 1947 Illinois 
congressional reapportion- 
ment plan, But the Legislature 
quickly adopted a resolution to 
repair the error and Gov. Greey 
said he would sign the bill into 
law. 

The resolution was intended to 
patch up what Green called a 
“technical flaw,” by putting into 
the legislative record a formai 
statement that the assembly didn't 
intend to make the mistake. The 
defect, disclosed by the Attorney 
General as a threat to the bill's 
constitutionality, thus might be 
disregarded by the courts in any 
legal test, 

Attorney General George F. 
Barrett asserted yesterday that 
the plan to redraw Illinois con- 
gressiona! districts was legally 
faulty and in effect unconstitu- 
tional because of an error of 
omission in its Janguage, The bill 
mentioned only the village of 
Stickney and failed to include 
other sections of Stickney town- 
ship in Cook county in the pro- 
posed new Fifth Congressional] 
District.

It arises from 
observation of such German cities 
as Berlin, Munich, Stuttgart and 
Frankfurt, in the American zone, 
and Essen and Dusseldorf in the 
British zone.

A Cold War Being Fought. 

The most obvious fact is that 
Germany is a principal battle- 
ground— perhaps THE principal 
“battleground between Soviet Rus- 
gia. on the one hand, and the 
Western powers on the other. A 
cold war is Being fought here. 
A state of siege exists. The stakes 
are control of Europe. Greece, 
Turkey and Korea, by contrast, 
are outposts in the struggle to 
which the United States is com- 
mitted by the Truman Doctrine. 

At every point, Russia delays 
and frustrates settlement not only 
of the fundamental problems upon 
which German recovery depends, 
but boggles at the smallest de- 
tails. 


The public knows of the diffi-'| | 


culties ex-Secretary Byrnes faced 
at Paris and Secretary Marshall 
faced at Moscow. It does not know 
of the day-to-day struggle with 
the Russians experienced by 
American Military Government at 
Berlin and Vienna. The _ four- 
power meetings at these places 
form an acid test of the pa- 
tience and firmness of American 
officials, and they have thus far 
passed it well. How much long- 
er they can do so is anyone's 
guess. 

While access to he Russian sec- 
tors of Berlin and Vienna is free, 
access to the Russian zone itself 
is barred. The iron curtain clangs 
down at the city limits. What 
goes on behind the iron curtain is 
a mystery, and the exchange of the 
most routine information is pro- 
hibited by Moscow. A nation at 
whose side we fought as Allies 
two years ago now behaves with 
the utmost distrust and suspicion, 
if not with downright hostility. 


U.S. in Germany Until—? 

Until a complete change of at- 
™mosphere occurs between Russia 
and ourselves—and of this there 
is no sign—the American people 
had better make up their minds 
that we are going to have to occu- 
py Germany indefinitely. Some 
American and British officials, 
wha@h asked how long the occupa- 
tion must last, sav 35 to 50 years. 
Others merely smile. 

Lacking Russian co-operation, 
the best Britain and America can 
do is to try to set up some kind 


of livable economy in their own) 


zones. This they have begun to 
Go by the bi-zonal agreement of 
last December, which is now being 
more fully implemented by the 
establishment of an Economic 
Council to sit at Frankfurt. This 
working agreement with the Brit- 
ish is the most hopeful develop- 
ment in Germany today. but that 
is not to say very much because 
of the immensity of the problems 
to be faced. 

The first and foremost of these 
problems is the matter of food. 
Like animals, the Germans spend 
much of their time scrounging for 
food to supplement the official ra- 
tion of 1550 calories a day. This 
ration—and in many parts of Ger- 
many it is not obtainable—is bare- 
Jy enough to keep body and soul 
together. It amounts in bulk to 
just about one averaged-sized 
American meal a day, but it is 
drearily lacking in variety. 

The only immediate answer to 
the food problem is that it must 
be supplied from abroad. This is 
because even in normal times Ger- 
many could not grow food enough 
for its people, but had to buy it 
with the proceeds of industrial 
exports. But now the density of 
population in western Europe is 
aggravated by the forced emigra- 
tion of 2,000,000 Sudetan Germans 
and by refugees from Soviet Rus- 
sia who have filed to the British 
and American zones for protec- 
tion. The big cities of Germany 
are choked with these new ar- 
rivals. 

The Long-range Answer. 

The long-range answer to the 
food problem is the revival of 
German industry to make the na- 
tion self-supporting, and this is 
the chief preoccupation of Gen. 
Lucius Clay, American command- 
er in chief, and his British coun- 
terpart, Gen. Sir Sholto Douglas, 
But here again the problems they 
face offer no hope of quick so0- 
lution. Much of German indus- 
try was destroyed in the war; 
other portions were allotted to 
the victorious nations as repara- 
tion: the remainder is handi- 
capped by lack of fuel. 

Coa! is the real bottleneck of in- 
dustrial recovery not only in Ger- 
many but In other parts of west- 
ern Europe. It is the one insistent 
note heard everywhere when re- 
covery is discussed.

DEMOCRACY TAKES TIME. 
AMERICAN REPLIES TO 
COMPLAINT OF RUSSIAN 


TOKYO, June 25 (UP) 


N American member of the 
A aries Council for Japan to- 

day told the Soviet delegate 
that the length of time required 
to carry out Japanese land re- 
forms cannot be compared with 
Russian-sponsored programs 
because democratic methods 
are employed in Japan. 

Countering complaints by Lt. 
Gen. Kuzma Derevyanko about 
the slowness of agrarian re- 
forms here, Chairman George 
Atcheson Jr., reminded the 
Russian delegate that Russia’s 
own land reforms beginning in 
1917 required 11 years to com- 
plete. 

Derevyanko said he thought 
Japanese progress might have 
been swifter and pointed out 
that since the end of the war 
land reform programs had been 
brought to successful conclu- 
sions in Romania, Poland and 
the Soviet zone of Germany.

given the miners. An attempt to 
remedy this by providing supple- 
\mental rations has largely failed, 
because the miners share the extra 
food with their families, at little 
net gain to themselves. 

No bold and clear-cut “plan to 
‘break this bottleneck is apparent, 
yet it is the key to the whole prob- 
lem of recovery. 

Efforts Toward Democracy. 


In the face of a veritable food 
‘famine and of industrial stagna- 
‘tion, Américan top-policy has tried 
to set up a democratic system in 
Germany. Since all the trained 
German officials were Nazis, Mili- 
tary Government had to start 
from scratch and to employ brok- 
en-down old hacks from the days 
lof the Weimar Republic and oth- 
ers whose hearts are in the right 
place but whose competence is 
highly questionable. 


These Germans are attempting 
to govern amidst difficulties that 
would overtax the talents of the 
most skilled men. The result is 
a paper democracy imposed from 
the top and without any real roots 
in the German people. 

Under the best of circumstances, 
it is doubtful if,the Germans are 


‘ready for democracy or are capa- 
ble of it; as it is already the Ger- 
mans are sneering at it.“They are 
associating democracy with. hun- 
ger, privation and misery. 

They are saying that they lived 
better under Hitler, even in war- 
time, Of course, they conveniently 
forgot that Hitler robbed all of 
Europe to feed them and they also 
forgot that the people of Britain 
and of many countries of the 
Continent. are hungry, too. Many 
observers in Germany strongly 
believe that the United States 
made a major error in turning ad- 
ministration. of Germany over to 
Germans before some kind of eco- 
/nomic stability was achieved. 
| British, officials freely admit 
that they think we moved too far 
and too fast in extending de- 
-mocracy to the Germans, The 
British have moved more slowly 
and have maintained a firmer 
hand, and some of them privately 
feel that conditions in Germany 
would be much better if they had 
been permitted to use a straight 
colonial technique until such time 
/as the Germans were able-to stand 
(on their «wn fe: . economically.

Basic Antagonism. 

“It must invariably be assumed 
in Moscow,” writes the author,

Democracy’s Biggest Value 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch, 


Recently the Missouri State Amvet 
published an! article entitled “Witness, 
Take the Stand,” a partial account of 
the testimony of William Z, Foster, 
one of the leaders of the Communist 
party in the United ptates, before a 
congressional committee. 

The actual details of that interview 
are not perhaps as important as the 
conditions, widely prevalent today, which 
sponsored them. It would seem that the 
Communists are indeed attempting the 
overtitrow or change of all forms of gov- 
ernment which oppose them, allowing, in 
Foster's own words, no consideration of 
“legality, religion, honor, duty, etc., to 
(their) ... 
adoption of effective tactics.” 

That is an amazing statement for a 
man to be able to make. William Z. 
Foster wquid be a dead man today if he 
had uttered it in the Kremlin rather 
than in the committee rooms of the 
Capitol building, Washington, D. C., and 
if of course the positions of the princi- 
pals had been reversed. 

What about democracy vs. Commu- 
nism? Disregarding to begin with all 
the rantings and mouthings of both 
sides, taking many grains of salt with 
the political oratory, passionate appeals 
to the “downtrodden masses” and the 
suavities of the “moneyed industrial- 
ists,” the rather ouaiiiaad moderate will 
perhaps find that both Communism and 
democracy are, after all, only political 
theories put into law books so that 
they may be lived by. 

Man is an idealist, but he finds him- 
self unable to live by the most ideal- 
istic of his governmental schemes. He 
therefore adapts them to fit the laws of 
survival. Having arrived at such a com- 
promise he then proceeds to call it the 
perfect form of government—the form 
by which all men shall live forever— 
and defends it blindly. He seeks to 
@onvert all others to his way. 

But his way is not perfect. It could 
only be so if he himself, the creator, 
were perfect. And he is not. 

If he has created a system too ideal- 
istic, it is soon perverted by the bar sin- 
ister of his character. If the system, 
on the other hand, reverts to the other 
extreme, man’s idealism rebels, and the 
government is overthrown. That is best 
illustrated by monarchies—for instance 
that of the French before the Revolu- 
tion. The pefverted idealism is clearly 
represented by the Soviet Russian Gov- 
ernment—a paradise for man, supposed- 
ly, which is actually a dictatorship. 

That is why I argue for democracy. 
I do not claim it is the perfect govern- 
ment; its faults I deplore. To build a 
perfect state requires, I believe, a. dif- 
ferent kind of man from the one we 
have at present. : 

But democracy is adaptable. That is 
one claim which is made too infrequent- 
ly in support of it. Faults and abuses 
can be corrected by the people who have, 
through their ancestors and their own 
participation, been responsible for its 
establishment. How might the Russian 
people change their government, short 
of an outright revolution—for which 
they are politically and economically un- 
prepared? 

What in their government could the 
American people not change, if they 
saw fit to do so? They are able to meet 
changing social conditions with corre- 
sponding political changes. That is one 

‘very real test of man’s essential right 
to freedom—the right to change. 

What we must be on guard against is 
allowing the Communists to do our 
changing for us. If they do we shall 
never do another thing of our own free 


will.

Time to Mobilize Public Opinion 


4 There is no doubt that the Mayor has worked 


There comes a time when the public must rise 
to extraordinary measures to protect itself. 
There comes a time when labor disputes are so 
paralyzing that a community must cut through 
ordinary measures of procedure to settle them. 

For St. Louis, that time is now. And since the 
public must have ap agent, that agent is Mayor 
Kaufmann, as the Mayor himself recognized in 
his radio statement™last night. Admitting he 
had no legal power to end the strike, he ex- 
pressed his determination to use to the utmost 
the power of public opinion. 

The street car strike is in its thirteenth day. So 
far as its cost is calculable in money, St. Louis 
is losing $1,500,000 a day. Thus far the bill is 
$19,500,000. But its cost is not calculable mere- 
ly in money. The whole city is victimized in 
terms of inconvenience and actual hardship. 

Worse, St. Louis stands humiliated before the 
nation, just as Pittsburgh stood humiliated be- 
fore the nation last year when it permitted it- 
self to be crippled by an electric power strike. 

Two contending private parties, the Public 
Service Co. and the union, are willing to con- 
tinue the barbaric method of the strike, battling 
with legal points and technicalities, instead of 
resorting to civilized agreement. 

They wash their dirty linen in public and the 
public takes the punishment. 


Weapon for the Mayor 


No law to compel agreement can be invoked 
by Mayor Kaufmann, though the strike dramati- 
cally justifies the recent passage by the Legisla- 
ture of the King-Thompson bill. When it be- 
comes effective, and that will be soon, Missou- 
ri will have protection against the anarchy that 
now exists. 

Since law cannot operate to settle the strike, 
the majestic force of public opinion must be 
hrought into play. The purpose of this editorial 
is to suggest a means by which this force can 
be mobilized to act as an irresistible weapon in 
the Mayor's hands. 

Monday the Mayor and the United \States 
Conciliation Service made a proposal that ap- 
proached this objective. They suggested a board 
of three persons be appointed by the senior 
United States District Judge, the Chief Justice 

_of the Missouri Supreme Court and the Mayor 
‘of St. Louis. 

This board would have decided the validity of 
the award of the old arbitration panel. If it had 
been upheld, this award would have become ef- 
fective. If not upheld, the new board would 
have handed down its own decision, this to be 
binding. ) 

Both sides rejected the proposal, and thus the 
tenth of a series went down the drain. 

But the emergency has now become so acute 
that the Mayor should no longer ask either side 
for permission to act. 


What the Board Could Do 


The Mayor should appoint a board to outline 
and demand a settlement in the name of .the 
general public. 

This board obviously should consist of three 
or more of the most distinguished citizens of 
Missouri. It might consist of such distinguished 
and disinterested persons as the Chancellor of 
Washington University, the president of St. Louis 
University and the president of the University 
of Missouri. : 

Since time is of the essence, the board should 
be asked to make a 12-hour survey and to sug- 
gest an independent solution. 

If such a board were appointed and came to 
a clear-cut decision, its findings would not be 
legally binding on either company or union. But 
the public would then be able to point its fin- 
ger at the guiltier party. 

‘ Neither the company nor the union could af- 
ford to stand such scrutiny.

Justice Frankfurter dissented 33 times, Justice 
Murphy 31 and Justice Douglas 27. The other 
Justices dissented as follows: Jackson 26 times, 
Black 25, Burton 21 and Reed 16. Even the new 
head of the high court, Fred M. Vinson, could 
not go along with the majority 13 times. No 
fewer than 25 times the bench split 5 to 4 and 


‘19 times it divided 6 to ‘3.

A Boom That Never isis

The predicted surge in home building this year never materialized, 
editorial says; nation needs far more homes than it can get for sev- 
eral years; urges passage of federal housing bill; says this is only 
way to get all agencies working together against housing shortage. 


From the Chicago Daily News 


The Senate Banking Committee has ap- 
proved. the Wagner-Ellender-Taft housing 
bill as the measure that will produce more 
housing quicker and at lower cost than 
qan be produced otherwise. 

Many objections have been raised against 
the bill. Some of them seem valid. Re- 
publicans are not keen. for the. bill and 
Senator Taft is reported as willing to 
amend it.in order to get essential features 
passed, There is more socialized housing 
in the bill than most believers in free 
enterprise relish, 

But the fact remains that the housing 
shortage continues to be acute. The fact 
remains also that heavily subsidized hous- 
ing is the only solution for the low-income 
groups. 


The Distressing Fact 


The most distressing fact is that neither 
private enterprise nor Government has 
done much to relieve the shortage during 
the first quarter of 1947. We are half 
through the second quarter when the 
needed building boom should be under way, 


- and the boom has not materialized. 


The nation needs far more housing than 
it can get this year or next or the next. 
Federal, state and local governments must 
co-operate, The Wagner-Ellender-Taft bill 


makes federal co-operation possible. Chi- 
cago’s allocation under the act would be 
approximately 3000 apartments a year for 
fqur years, 

Basically the thing that is holding up 
home building—both subsidized and specu- 
lative—is prohibitive cost of building ma- 
terials and -building labor. Inflated land 
values are a further factor. So are high 
taxes and the prospect that they will go 
even higher. 


Out of the Shortage 


The best way out of our urban housing 
shortage would seem to be big-scale con- 
struction of multiple apartment buildings, 
rather than individual homes, They should 
be built to provide immediate housing; but 
they should also be built with the view 
of providing housing 30 years from now. 


Today, and for many years to come, a 
portion of such housing must be subsidized 
in some measure—as a contribution by 
local, state and national governments to 
public welfare. If the structtres are so 
designed and constructed that they still 
have a use value after their excessive cost 
has been amortized, these extra years of 
usefulness could be regarded as a dividend. 

Meanwhile, passage of the Wagner-El- 
lender-Taft bill should afford some relief. 


Kent Cooper’s Specious Argument

Speaking strictly as “an individual” and 
not in the capacity of executive director of 
the Associated Press, Mr, Kent. Cooper has 
denounced the State Department's program 
of radio broadcasts to Russia. Mr. Cooper 
described propaganda as a tool of dictators, 
and maintained that international amity 
can best be attained by international news 
exchange through the press and its news 
agencies, rather than through “the discred- 
ited methods of government propaganda.” 

The only trouble with Mr. Cooper’s’view- 
point is he ignores the fact .that govern- 
ment propaganda is, relatively, something 
new under the sun, and he makes no dis- 
tinction whatever in the unending varia- 
tions in the meaning of the term propa- 
ganda. Mr. Cooper also ignores the fact, 
a very evident fact at that, that interna- 
tional amity has not been attained by in- 
ternational news exchange through the 
press,and its news agencies. Two world 
wars within a generation is evidence that 
“international amity” cannot be attained 
by the limited exchange of news. 

In the hands of cruelsictators propaganda 
can be a dangerous tHing, as has also been 
amply demonstrated: But not even Mr. 
Cooper dares to minimize its effectiveness 
in such hands. And to argue that all propa- 
ganda is necessarily evil because it has 
been misused by a few evil men to subvert 
liberty and honor, and the freedom of whole 
nations, is a specious argument. 

It stands to reason that propaganda in 
the hands of men and governments bent on 


peace on earth and good will among na- 
tions, can be a boon to mankind. Propa- 
ganda, like so mahy other things of civili- 
zation, is neither good nor bad in and of 
itself. The purpose to which it is turned 
by men is the sole measure that can de- 
termine its virtue or its evil. 

And no American, surely, can doubt that 
our propaganda program beamed at Rus- 
sia is designed with the hope that it will 
make for a friendlier understanding of our 
people and frustrate those who would have 
us fight each other, 


A DUCHESS DID IT 
From the Philadelphia Bulletin. . 

The Duchess of Longueville didn’t know 
it, of course, but when she invented the 
postage stamp in 1632, she may have solved 
many of the financial problems of the Unit- 
ed Nations. The design of that original 
stamp showed a little boy on a horse, blow- 
ing a trumpet. 

A hundred years ago, the A’nited States 
went into the stamp business, following 
England and Brazil. As early as 1639 there 
was a colonial postal system, and in 1775 
the Government system was inaugurated, 
but postage stamps were not authorized. 

Now the United Nations is thinking of 
going into the postal business in the hope 
of adding to its somewhat meager funds. 
What could be more appropriate than to 
picture that Duchess of long ago, if any- 
body can find out what she looked like? 


Between Book Ends : 
‘A Negro at the North Pole 


DARK COMPANION, by Gredley Robinson. (Rober? 

M. McBride & Co., New York.) 

Recognition of another Negro of out- 
standing achievement is given in this bi 
ography of Matthew Henson, “dark com- 
panion” of Adm. Robert E. Peary in his 
conquest of the North Pole. Henson 
emerges from the book as an Arctic ex- 
plorer of heroic proportions in his own 
name. , ‘ 

Undoubtedly, Matt Henson was indis- 
pensable on the seven attempts Peary made 
to reach the Pole. Henson was a competent 
mechanic, a carpenter, an expert dog team 
driver, but even more important, was ac- 
cepted by the Eskimos as one of their own 
race, Throughout his 18 years in the frozen 
Far North, he found their devotion of in- 
valuable aid to the success of the expedi- 
tions. He learned and spoke fluently their 
language. 

Born on an impoverished Maryland farm 
81 years ago, Matthew Henson ran away 
to sea at 12. At 21 he joined Lt. Robert 
Peary on an expedition to survey a canal 
across Nicaragua. The association contin- 
ued for years. Of the dark man who 
trudged with him ovér the Greenland ice 
cap Peary said: “I can’t get along without 
him.” 

The Negro explorer has not proved by 
his Arctic success any special qualifications 
his race has for tolerating cold, but has 
shown personal qualities that have given 
him the high position he holds among fel- 
low explorers, writes Vilhjalmur Stefans- 
son in an introduction to the book. He was 
made a member of The Explorers Club in 
1937 and holds two, honorary degrees from

In Behalf of Feminism 
LADIES OF LITERATURE, by Laura L. Hinkley. (Has?- 
ings House, New York.) 

This chatty book about six women— 
Fanny Burney, Jane Austen, Charlotte and 
Emily Bronte, Elizabeth Barrett Browning 
and George Eliot—develops the author’s 
evident concern’ with the recognition of 
members of her sex as important literary 
persons. The six essays offer an enthusi- 
astic blend of biography, gossip, criticism 
and feminism, and for the non-professional 
reader they should prove intensely inter- 
esting. 

Miss Hinkley’s conclusions about her sub- 
jects reveal a preoccupation with femin- 
ism: Fanny Burney “leads the female pro- 
cession, dainty usher in the Hall of Fame, 
which is not a hall, but a wide field.” 
Jane Austen contributed to the cause, for 
“her service to women was principally to 
reveal them in their ordinary vast variety.” 
Charlotte Bronte is “the woman who paid,” 
and Emily is “the strongest, proudest, most 
fearless ... of them all.” Elizabeth 
Browning is remembered primarily for her 
love story. orge Eliot is introduced with 
a summary of all] the others: “Of Eng- 
land’s daughters greatest in heart and 
mind we have passed in brief review the 
lightest, the brightest, the warmest, the 
deepest and the highest. We come now to 
the widest heart and mind.” And Miss 
Hinkley céncludes that she is “the great- 
est Lady who has appeared in Literature.” .

With a few deplorable lapses in 
Latin America we have refrained 
from interference in the internal 
affairs of other nations. We have 
supported the 
independence of 
all American 
states against 
non - American 
attempts at sub- 
jections. We 
mever have 
made permanent 
alliances nor 
joined non- 
American 
“blocs.” We 
have never 
maintained 
large peacetime 
military establishments. 

Throughout the world we have 
supported our right to offer our 
goods and bid for resources for 
lease or sale on equal terms with 
everyone else. 

We repeatedly have taken the 
lead or joined in efforts to abolish 
war. and have been willing to go 
to great lengths in achieving this 
—-provided agreement is with all. 


Minding Our Business. 


We never have crusgaded abroad 
for “Americanism,” recognizing 
that our democracy is the pecular 
outgrowth of factors existing no- 
where else. We, on the whole, 
have minded our own bysiness to 
our own satisfaction and every- 
one else's. 

This is the foreign policy that 
most Americans long for, and be- 
cause there seem to be traces of 
it in Henry Wallace’s speeches, 
he has more support than that of 
the fellow-travelers. 

But it is a gross error to think 
that President Truman, Secretary 
Marshall or John Foster Dulles 
do not long dearly to find a way 
to make this policy again possible. 
F.D.R. tried to protect it in the 
Atlantic Charter, which was de- 
signed to permit us, after the 
war, to re-establish it. 


Had Russia Been Wise. 


It is the policy which the Soviet 
Union earnestly should wish us 
to maintain. But it is précisely 
the Soviets who are hindering it, 
by expanding a world in which 
the tradition affords us neither 
secure defense nor equality of 
peaceful commercial competition. 

The United States gained noth- 
ing in Teheran and Yalta; the 
gains were all to the Soviets. 
But—in my belief—the Soviets 
also lost much more than they 
can possibly win from the incur- 
sions into Europe and the East, 
in exploiting the opportunities 
which these agreements gave 
them. For they lost the certainty 
of peace with the United States 
through our return to traditional] 
policy. 

Had they been as wise as they 
were ambitious, they would have 
struggled for a policy encouraging 
the United States to withdraw as 
speedily as possible from Europe 


HE traditional American foreign policy has been called “isola- 
tionism,” but that is over-simplification. We have taught good / 
and reciprocal relations with all states regardless of their form 


and the Eastern Hemisphere. The 
obvious price would hgve been the 
adoption of a similar Soviet policy. 
That is actually what Roosevelt 
counted on from the Soviets—and 
mistakenly, 

Thus, what Russia has been 
losing for the “protection” af- 
forded by stooge governments is 
the vastly greater protection that 


S;would have been afforded by 
4|American traditional policy. 


Secretary Marshall, in remodel- 
ing the Truman Doctrine, is open- 
ing—I think—the opportunity for 
a second thought by the Soviets. 
Europe and the East want noth- 
ing more than that both the So- 
viets and Americans should, while 
aiding them, leave them alone td 
work out their salvation on 
equally good terms with both 
great powers, 


One Word From Pravda. 


The Soviets cannot possibly be- 
lieve that coups, like the one in 
Hungary, brighten the prospect of 
peace, nor can they hope propa- 
ganda will exempt them of com- 
plicity. One word in Pravda, in- 
dicating that the Soviets frown on 
Communists attaining power by 
other means than uncoerced ,elec- 
toral methods, would turn them 
all into lambs. 


One does not need to be a “hater” 
of the Soviets or Communism to 
be convinced that the interests of 
the Soviet state and the world 
Communist movement are by no 
means identical, Stalin is supposed 
to have seen this, but no one 
knows who really is running 
Russia today. Whoever is, is not 
following Stalinism as advertised 
but a revived Trotskyism which 
—in the long run—will bring no 
good to the Soviet Union nor any- 
one else.

Germany's schools, 

“The pattern of a democratic 
educational system has been laid 


jin Germany,” Kottmeyer said to 
ja Post-Dispatch reporter. 


“The 
German educators give lip serv- 
ice to that pattern, but they can’t 
really get it through their heads 
yet. The American program is 
to have the elements of democ- 
racy spring from the people, That 
is a long-term program, 

“The German educators seem 
naturally to fall back into the 
old lockstep, the old military set 
of thinking, the old caste sys- 
tem. We have only 50 American 
educators there trying to change 
a fixed caste system into a dem- 
ocratic educational set-up.” 

By contrast, Kottmeyer said 
that the French, controlling a 
much smaller sector of Germany 
than the United States, have sent 
in hundreds of educators, and 
Russia is carrying on a very in- 
tensive program, though he was 
not able to give details of it. 

He said he thought it would be 
worth while for the United States 
to send large numbers of the 
best qualified educators to assist 
in rebuilding the German educa- 
tional system. 

The average age of teachers is 
beyond 50 years, Kottmeyer said, 
because almost all teachers under 
that age were so completely un- 
der Hitler’s influence that they 
must face de-Nazification proceed- 
ings, and these are going for- 
ward so slowly that it will be 
10 years or more before the mass 
of German teachers is processed. 

One of the results of the® work 
of Kottmeyer and fellow-educa- 
tors from the United States who 
served with him in Bremen was 
the setting up of a production 
committee to get out textbooks. 
Another was establishment of a 
weekly radlio program, directed to 
parents, on which the educators 
hope to explain what they are 
about. 

Kottmeyer gave a series of lec- 
tures to German educators on 
reading techniques, his own spe- 
cial field. He found the Germans 
receptive, but that they had a 
great deal to “catch up on.” 

“Hitler really closed those people 
off from the rest of the world,” 
Kottmeyer asserted. “They didn’t 
know a thing of progress made in 
the rest of the world in education- 
al techniques since 1933.”

SENATOR GEORGE 
BACKS MOVE 10 
REVIVE TAX BILL 


Measure Introduced in 
House Is Likely One 
Truman Vetoed, Ex- 
cept for Effective Date. 


WASHINGTON, June 25 (AP) 
—Senator George (Dem.), Georgia, 
threw his support today behind a 
Republican move to re-pass the 
vetoed four billion dollar tax’ 
slashing bill, revised only to make 
the cuts effective next Jan. 1 in-' 
Stead of next week. 

Chairman Knutson (Rep.), Min- 
nesota, of the House Ways and 
Means Committee re-introduced 
the bill late yesterday. Speaker 
Martin said it would be taken up 
by the House “at the first favor- 
able opportunity.” 

Asked if this meant action be- 
fore Congress adjourns in July, 
Martin replied: “We certainly are 
not closing the door to that.” He 
added: 

“Since the tax veto was sus- 
tained last Tuesday a lot of Demo- 
crats who voted to sustain have 
come to me and said they were 
sorry—that they have. changed 
their mMmds. We are sure we have 
the two-thirds in the House, It's 
entirely up to the Senate.” 

To this House Democratic 


Leader Rayburn of Texas replied: | 


“The Republicans say they will 
bring the bill up if they are sure 
of the two-thirds votes in the 
House and Senate to override an- 
other veto, It can’t be done—in 
the House or Senate.” 

An informal poll was under way 
among Senators to learn how 
much support could be obtained.

The prince had been the object 
of a search by New York police 
until his name was discovered 
last night on the passenger list of 
an Air France plane after it had 
departed for Paris. 

Iranian legation officials here 
learned of the prince’s impending 
arrival from the Associated Press 
and were on hand to meet him 
at Orly Field. . 

The prince obviously was sur- 
prised to find them waiting for 
him, but was apparently happy 
at having reached Paris. He had 
been attending a private school 
in Newport, R. I, and had been 
scheduled to return there Mon- 
day 

Officials at the Iranian lega- 
tion were only mildly surprised 
when informed of the prince’s im- 
pending arrival. 

“His royal highness just doesn't 
like to go to school,” a legation 
official said. He recalled the 
prince previously had run away 
from schools in Beirut and Swit- 
zerland. 

Another brother, Prince Abdur- 
Reza Pahlevi, recently was gradu- 
ated from Harvard University.

NEW YORK, June 25. 
TATION WOR in New York, displaying the 
: S wide-eyed innocence of children playing 
“Superman,” had itself quite a romp a few 
days ago, destroying the entire eastern seaboard 
with atomic bombs, 
In a documentary 
broadcast which 
the rest of the 
Mutual Broadcast- 
ing System sensibly 
refused to have 
anything to do 
with, six WwoR 
actors laid waste to 
— let’s see now — 
Boston, Pittsburgh, 
Washington, Phila- 
delphia and New 
York. (I don’t know 
why New York has 
to get it in the neck 
all the time. How 
about Chicago? It 
hasn't been destroyed yet and we get wiped out 
about once a week.) 

Three things made this broadcast a little dif- 
ferent from all those other radio massacres. 
In the first place, the actors actually went 
through the motions, at least to the extent of 
being at the spots and in the cities they blew up. 
In the second place, they knocked down an 
unusually large number of cities, and in third 
place, they did it in 23 minutes, which is the new 
record. (I bet it doesn’t last: I bet NBC could 
clip five minutes off it right now.)

THE FIRST of the six enemy agents was in a 
building overlooking Boston Common. He had 
smuggled his bomb across the Canadian border 
in two suitcases.

The radio mes- 
sage was in plain English and was promptly 
intercepted by an American newspaperman who 
was fiddling with his shortwave set, -probably 
trying to pick up Buck Rogers in outer space. 
The newsman instantly called the State- Depart- 
ment. 

“We picked up someone who says he's in a 
plane and he’s gonna dtomize New York,” said 
the newspaperman. “He wants us to get ready 
to surrender.” 

“Forget it,” said the State Department, 

All the bombs went off with a big bang. One 
girl in Times Square let out a scream that ought 
to get her a job on “Inner Sanctum.” That was 
all—a bang and a yell and 40,000,000 people fried 
like oysters in their own complacency.

DAVE DRISCOLL, director of special events 
at WOR, took up the microphone at this point 
and asked the War Department accusingly what 
it was doing to prevent such an occurrence, “We 
gent a large packing box clearly marked U-235 
from Rahway, New Jersey, to Pittsburgh, 
Pennsylvania,” he said ominously. “It was NOT 
intercepted.” The Army undoubtedly mistook it 
for a shipment of that sensational new perfume 
U-235, which comes in the mushroom-shaped 
bottles and is guaranteed to atomize every man 
for blocks around. 

Well, WOR has had its fun and can settle back 
to the old routine—Gabriel Heatter and The 
Falcon, Captain Midnight and Hop Harrigan. 
But I'd just like to murmur one question to 
Driscoll. Even if this broadcast had not been 
as silly as it sounded and had been as alarming 
as it was intended, what good would such an 
over-simplified and sensationalized recital do for 
the listeners? Alarming the public is no substi- 
tute for informing it and might very well lead 
to precipitate, ill-advised and possibly disastrous 
action in the case of any problem so immensely 
complicated by technical and diplomatic diffi 
culties as the control of atomic energy.

Put Across Idea of Daylight Bombing 


Now Ira Eaker, Famous Air Force General During War, Is Another Civilian 


By Bob Considine 


NEW YORK, June 25. 

RA EAKER hung up his stars, 
. put on a civilian coat that 
didn’t fit him, and walked away 
from the Army Air Force the 
other day. And you would have 
thought he was just another Joe, 
calling it a day. 

He was as good as the Army Air 
Force ever produced, maybe No. 1, 
Among other things he made day- 
light bombing work in face of the 
indifference of other high-ranking 
authorities. : 

It was he, mainly, 
ceived the plan of waging aerial 
war on the plants whose output 
kept the Germans toggh. He, and 
the men he picked, plotted the 
enormously difficult processes of 
assembling hundreds of bombers 
in the air, of protecting them with 
fighter planes over distances 
never before attempted, of feint- 
ing at this target and hitting 
that one, and of getting home. 

But just when he was getting 
the stuff with which to achieve all 
these goals there came one of 
those reorganizations which only 
the Army can conjure and he was 
moved from England to the quiet- 
er Mediterranean. Some of his 
mén said, bitterly, that this was 
because he was not a West Point- 
er, Eaker said nothing, and went 
to work in other fields. 


In the light of our mastery of 
the skies in the latter stages of 
the war it is astonishing to re- 
member how little Eaker had to 
work with when he went tu Eng- 
land with a handful of men a 
few months after Pearl Harbor. 

The British had ‘already made 
up their minds about the worth of 
our B-17 bombers. A couple of 
them had been flown on R.A.F. 
missions and had dissolved in 
flames when punctured by flak or 
bullets. They liked the fast, twin- 
engined A-20 and B-25 well enough 
to take some and use them on 
short sweeps, but Eaker’s talk of 
daylight heavyweight bombing 
from great height was alien to 
them and they—who had been 
forced to bomb at night and had, 
in turn, forced the Germans to do 
it—resisted Eaker’s thoughts be- 
cause they had seen such bombing 
result in staggering losses,

The first Americans in the Euro- 
pean air war went out in lend- 
lease A-20s on July 4, 1942, care- 
fully shepherded by the R.A.F., and 
hit at a target in Holland. It was 
not until Aug. 17 of that year that 
Eaker was able to launch the first 
wholly American raid, a flight of 
12 B-17s to Rouen. LEaker led 
them. They were jumped by a 
surprised unit of the Luftwaffe 
and their concentrated machine- 
gun fire managed to knock down 


one of the German interceptors. 
That fall the Bighth Air Force 
was running several raids a week 
and though the British saw little 
reason behind the methods used 
they readily recognized the im- 
portance of the ever-growing U. 8. 
bomb loads. So they commenced a 
program designed to persuade the 
joint chiefs of staff to order Eak- 
er’s force to change to night 
bombing, and to follow the more 
seasoned R.A.F, to city-wide tar- 


* 


gets and give those targets that 
additional weight of bombs. 

The British pressure had be- 
come strong enough by the time 
of the Casablanca conference to 
have swung President Roosevelt 
and to have persuaded Gen. Mar- 
shall that it should be the method 
used. As for Churchill, he was 
principal proponent of the plan 
and lost no opportunity to impress 
it on the Americans, 

Eaker had to battle that type 
of competition. He pleaded the 
case and cause of daylight bomb- 
ing so effectively to Roosevelt and 
Marshall that they told him that 
if he would swing the Prime Min- 
ister they would support him. 


He went to Churchill alone, one 
man fighting for a type of air war- 
fare that was in time to become 
virtually the only kind. He told 
Churchill that there could never 
be an invasion of the continent 
unless the Luftwaffe was defeated 
and the factories of the German 
army pin-pointed and destroyed. 

He outlined the proposed day- 
light raids on Ploesti’s oil installa- 
tions, on Schweinfurt's ball-bear- 
ing works, the Messerschmitt and 
Folke-Wulf plants, the synthetic 
rubber plant at Huls and other 
dream targets which never could 
be found at night, much less hit. 

Churchill gave in at last, Boeing 
and then Consolidated began pour- 
ing planes into England. The Brit- 
ish became night-bombers, wag- 
ing war on the appetite for war 
of German populations. Eaker’s 
bombers warred on the means by 
which the Germans could fight. 

The Nazi raids on England fell 
off. Goering began building not 
bombers but interceptors, switched 
to a defensive war. The Eighth 
grew in size and plan until the 
Luftwaffe turned on it with sui- 
cidal intensity—and got shot out 
of the air, 

Other men, good men, finished 
what Eaker started and, inevit- 
ably, gained the chief credit. But 
the top fellow knew whose baby 
it was. After the invasion of 
France, uncontested from the 
skies, Churchill made a point of 
getting in touch with Eaker. 

“T just wanted to tell you that 
you were right,” the Prime Minis- 
ter told him. 

Eaker deserved more of a send- 
off.

Economy Watchword of Japanese Royalty 


Empress, Believe It or Not, Is Raising Chickens to Save Money on Household Expenses

TOKYO (By Airmail) 


HE Empress of Japan is rais- 

ing chickens to economize on 

household expenses; Emperor 
Hirohito has oat his forests, 
fisheries, palaces, as well ast his 
white horse; Prince Naruhiko 
Highashi-Kuni has opened a gro- 
cery shop and restaurant; and 
the royal household now has only 
1500 functionaries to care for the 
royal family, instead of the 8731 
of pre-war days. 

It took 2000 years for any breath 
of democracy to whisper its way 
into the precincts of the royal 
household of Nippon, but the 
winds are blowing hurricane 
strength at the moment. In some 
stately and roundabout way, the 
Emperor is undoubtedly saying to 
himself: “Times are tough all 
over.” 

Court expendittres have been 
set at Y23,661,000 for next year, 
which is $4,732,000 at the legal 
rate of exchange. Orly $60,000 
goes to the immediate needs 
of the Emperor and Empress. 
It will take $305,000 to run the 
palace, the detached palace, .for 
upkeep of the mausolea, and 
court musicians, and for whatever 
it means, $4000 has been set aside 
“to maintain the dignity of the 
imperial family.” 

The Japanese have 
bragged that their imperial ruler 
line has been unbroken for 2000 
years, and that they themselves 
are direct descendants of the Sun 
God—all of which is a lot of royal 
rubbish. But that the Japanese 
have believed that their ruler was 
divine is an indisputable fact. To- 
day they still bow before the im- 
perial palace gates, and go all 
google-eyed and  goose-skinned 
when the Emperor appears before 
their humble bowing selfs. 

The Emperor made a tour 
around Osaka, and 50,000 "banzai’”- 
ing Japs nearly went mad when 
the little stooped-figured man de- 
scended from the imperial coach

of his train. Shots were fired in 
the air to cool their enthusiasm, 
but there was a near riot of rap- 
ture on the scene. 

The Emperor still reigns in the 
hearts of the Japanese with great 
strength, and he who thinks other- 
wise has a blinded mind. Hirohito 
has perhaps descended from the 
mythical throne in heaven where 
he was supposed to reside,, but he 
has now becoming a living, human 
being who is giving his life to bet- 
tering the lot of his subjects whom 
he led into war—or so the Japa- 
nese sandman’s story goes. 

It will forever be debatable as 
to the wisdom of allowing the 
Emperor to remain after surren- 


der. Probably no peace could have 
been obtained with Japan without 
Hirohito’s word going to his peo- 
ple. The alternative would have 
meant fighting our way into Ja- 
pan, at the cost of at least 2,000,- 
000 Americans. To allow the Em- 
peror to remain seems a good bar- 
gain in the fact of such facts. 

It is knqwn that even until the 


*last day the Japanese expected to 


make a death fight. When it was 
announced just before surrender 
that Hirohito would address his 
subjects, everyone gathered 
around their radios, ready to be 
told they must fight and die for 
their Emperor—and that they 
were ready to do. 
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The Japanese as a nation were 
stunned when His Majesty told 
them they must surrender, lay 
down their weapons, whether gun, 
knife or bamboo rod, and welcome 
their enemies. To this day they 
live under that instruction, and it 
accounts for a large degree of the 
peace of occupation in Japan. 

The Supreme Command, Allied 
Powers (SCAP) has encouraged 
the Emperor to do certain things 
which have endeared him to the 
Japanese, He has made various 
trips, visiting schools, factories, 
farms, hospitals. Everywhere there 
have been ovations and reverence. 
He has appeared at some public 


functions, such as a celebration for 
the Declaration of the New Con- 
stitution. His appearance was 
timed with the playing of an 
American martial song. The Japa- 
nese saw only the Emperor, and 
cared little for the purpose of the 
day. 

The Empress is doing Red Cross 
work. She recently visited a Silk 
Fair to popularize that fabric, 

The inper palace guard is try- 
ing desperately to keep the Em- 
peror within the wall of silenee, 
waiting for the day occupation 
ends, and the Emperor can again 
become God. 

But royal days have changed in 
many ways, including the fact that 
the Emperor is now on a budget. 
Hirohito was once the wealthiest 
individual in Japan, while today 
he owns only his own personal 
effects. Before 1941 his estate was 
estimated to be around $60,000,000. 

As part of the SCAP program 
to break up the power of the few 
who controlled Japan, a capital 
levy tax of up to 89 per cent has 
forced most wealthy people to give 
up all their belongings. The*Im- 
perial family was not exempt from 
this, with the result that the for- 
ests, fisheries and revenue-pro- 
ducing securities became the prop- 
erty of the people. Eight palaces 
and villas actually in use by the 
Emperor and his family, and cer- 
tain national parks and museums, 
were exempted. 


A list has just been announced 
of the personal belongings of the 
royal family. It included: 114 out- 
fits for the Emperor, 130 for the 
Empress; 40 for the crown prince; 
85 to the three princesses. Cocoon- 
ery, the Empress’ hobby, was val- 
uated at Y¥5619. The Emperor’s 
hobby is collecting shells, and 
charged against this and equip- 
ment for his biological laboratory, 
which includes 20,000 specimens, 
4713 books, and biological appa- 
ratus, is Y172,000. 

Times have changed indeed, Be- 
fore the war, a man could be shot 
for lifting his eyes to the Emper- 
or, Today he reads how’ many 
suits hang in the royal clothes- 
room.

Green Lumber. 


E HEAR a lot of loose talk 
W thesegiays about houses that 

are being built out of green 
lumber so we gave the subject a 
lot of concentration and here are 
the results. : 

Fresh cut lumber contains con- 
siderable moisture and as this 
moisture evaporates, in time, the 
lumber will shrink. In the good 
old days lumber was stacked in 
piles and allowed to dry out be- 
fore anyone would think of using 
it for building purposes. But this 
happens to be 1947 and no one 
has time to sit around watching 
a pile of lumber season. Some 
character grabs the lumber, builds 
a house and then sells it before 
the lumber finds out it isn’t a 
tree any more. Once that lumber 
begins to dry out it’s going to do 
a lot of shrinking and doors are 
going to stop opening, plaster is 
going to heave and the hapless 
homeowner is going to need a 
good carpenter and a lot of as- 
pirin, 

Lumber can be dried out by 
being put in an oven called a 
“kiln.” Lumber thus treated is 
called “kiln-dried” and is pretty 


om | 


well seasoned. The hitch here is 
that all this costs money, 

To check for green lumber, 
take a small piece, weigh it and 
then dry it out in an oven.

South did not make his last 
bid without a great deal of 
thought. He knew, because of 
North’s failure to raise spades di- 
rectly, that he would not find 
four-card support opposite him. 
and if he had taken the same 
stand that so many players do 
take, he would have put his faith 
in no trump. However, North 
had almost definitely marked 
himself with five hearts, four 
clubs, three spades and one dia- 
mond, and South decided that the 
opportunity to ruff diamonds in 
dummy might offset any advant- 

age to be found at no trump. 


West also recognized that the 
dummy would turn up short in 
diamonds, but it was certainly not. 
attractive to open trumps from 
West’s holding. So, hoping that 
East also would be short of dia- 
monds and able to overruff dum- 
my, West chose the diamond queen 
as his opening lead. . 

Declarer won, cashed his other 
diamond trick, discarding a club 
from dummy, and then ruffed a 
diamond. Next he cashed the ace 
and king of clubs and led his last 
diamond. Instead of ruffing in 
dummy, he discarded the last club 
and West held the trick—the first 
for his side. 

West now shifted to a heart, 
which was taken by the ace. The 
heart return was held by East, 
who continued with the heart 
king. Declarer ruffed with the 
nine of spades, and East over- 
ruffed with the jack. The defend- 
ers had taken their last trick, 
however. On East’s lead of an- 
other diamond, the spade eight 
was put in from dummy and East 
could over-ruff or not, ag he 
chose,

Dried fruit, rice pud- 
dings and baked custards are ex- 
amples of desserts that will look 
perfectly at this temperature. 

Round Steak Casserole. 

Qne and one-fourth pound round 
steak, six medium potatoes (two 
pounds), two medium onions, three 
tablespoons butter, one and one- 
fourth teaspoons salt, pepper, one 
bouillon cube (chicken or beef) 
dissolved, two cups hot water, 

Choose tender steak. Have it 
cut one-fourth inch thick. Do not 
pound. Melt butter in skillet, 
brown steak quickly in butter on 
both sides. Remove steak to an 
eight-cup casserole. Have onions 
sliced and add to butter remain- 
ing in skillet, cover and cook slow- 
ly for five minutes. Turn onions 
over the steak. Then arrange 
sliced potatoes over ~— onions. 
Sprinkle potatoes with salt and 
pepper, then pour on the bouillon. 
Cover and bake in a moderate 
oven (350 degrees F.) for one to 
one and one-half hours, or until 
meat and potatoes are tender. 
Four to five servings.

The writing traverses a 
variety of styles from the chorale 
to the close harmony quartet, 
from simple, diatonic’ passages 
to polytonal harmony. The 
spoken text, also by ‘Mr, Blitz- 
stein, is much more than an in- 
cidental commentary. It carries 
the argument and is so much in 
the foreground that the en- 
semble of effects can best be 
described as a dramatic poem 
with incidental music. 
On the whole the piece is 
windy, pretentious and labored. 
Mr. Blitzstein makes much of his 
intention to write in plain, every- 
day speech. This is an example: 
“Wings on the brain, wings on 
the brain, mad for to fly and LEONARD BERNSTEIN... 
walk the sky.” Here another: CORDS "THE AIRBORNE.” 
“This little thought knocks out a mountain range, tears up the 
jungle, this notionseats oceans.” This is poetry—but bad poetry. 
The music is also bad because while it makes a big noise it never 
achieves any sort of precise descriptive effect and never communi- 
cates any intensity of feeling. There are, as I said, one or two 
genuinely poetic moments. The “Ballad of the Bombardier,” which 
tells of a soldier writing home to his girl, is simple and rather 
affecting. The close harmony writing for the quartet is also good. 
In the main, however, it sounds like something Norman Corwin 
might have cooked up for the radio. é 

The recorded performance is by the New York City Symphony 
Orchestra under the direction of Leonard Bernstein with the assist- 
ance of Robert Shaw, who speaks the part of the monitor, and the 
Collegiate Chorale, The direction is ‘excellent, the orchestra and 
chorus have plenty of vitality, and the sound reproduction is first 
(RCA-Victor, seven records.)

TSCHAIKOWSKY’S Second Piano Concerto is about as little 


known as his first, second and third symphonies. In keeping with 
its policy of recording only those works which are not available 
elsewhere the Concert Hall Society offers the Second Concerto in a 
performance of Shura Cherkassy and the Santa Monica Symphony 
Orchestra under the direction of Jacques Rachmilovich. The per- 
formance is brilliant but lacks plastitity.

HIS tart phrase to describe 

what is obvious is a good ex- 

ample of modern American 
slang with a time-honored—more 
—a “high-hat” history. 

“Plain as the nose on your 
face” has had literary usage ¢o- 
ing all the way back to the 16th 
century. It is found first in 
Erasmus’ work, “In Praise of 
Folly,” which dates back to 1516. 
By the middle of the century the 
French satirist, Rabelais, used it 
in his “Works.” Under date of 
1594, Shakespeare has it in “The 
Two Gentlemen of Verona,” in 
his own form of: “Invisible, as

a nose on a man’s face! 


Perhaps the most quoted use of 
the saying is from Burton’s “Ana- 
tomy of Melancholy,” that great 
work published in 1621 of which 
the good Dr. Johnson said that it 
was the only book which ever 
took him out of bed two hours 
sooner that he wished to rise. 
And of this same work the poet 
Byron said that “if the reader has 
patience to go through Burton’s 
volumes, he will be more im- 
proved for literary conversation 
than by the perusal of any 20 
other works With which I am ac- 
quainted.” Burton gave the ex- 
pression an original touch: “As 
clear and as manifest as the nose 
on a man’s face.” 

From all of which it would 
seem that a snappy bit of modern 
slang may smile up its sleeve at 
the thought of the literary history 


which jt could disclose!
